We are still at War with Germany. After an ar- 


mistice lasting now for seventeen months and a senator- 
ial debate of 253 days we are exactly where we were 
when the cannon grew cold in November of 1918. 
Ky 


killing the treaty with Germany the honorable senate 
has voted to continue the war with Germany. Of all 
the nations allied against the Hun the United States 
alone is still in a state of war. 


The next step is problematical. No one knows where 


we are. No one can tell what step to take in order to 
extricate ourselves from a shameful situation. 
It is 


useless to lament lost opportunities or denounce the be- 
trayer of innocent bloqd. We must-face the, unpleasant 
truth that we are still at war, that we have 15,00a 
American troops in Germany, that Germany could attack 
these boys without violating any agreement, and that 
in the event of such attack, no nation on God s earth 
is under the slightest obligation to lend assistance to 
our armies. 


It is easy to see at this late hour how the treaty 


could have been ratified. But for the presence of two 
impediments the senate would have reached an accom- 
modation. One was the play of Republican politicians 
for the German vote. The other was the play of Demo- 
cratic politicians for the Irish vote. In the presence ot 
such political bartering honor was dead and peace im- 
possible. 
Added to this gamble for votes was the 


uncompromising attitude of the president, whose way, 
in his own mind, was the only way. 
It is useless to undertake a separate peace witn 


Germany. 
In no case could Germany be any worse 


off than she now is. This she fully realizes, and she 
would laugh to scorn any overture from America. By 
grace of our senatorial apostates Germany is in position 
to give this nation the horse laugh and we are helpless 
to resent it. •
